The disease ivhich has committed 


sacl»T.»voc among the horned cattl^m 
Sent parts of Europe is only Moth- 
er added to a long list that might be 
made of similar inflictions in former 
times. Snch diseases have engaged 
the attention oi some of the most emi- 
nent medical writers, begining with 
Hippocrates himself, who devoted a 
chapter to veterinary medicine, 
•which he speaks of twenty-seven 
eases peculiar to animals. Some dis- 
eases attack only horned cattle; others, 
sheep; and others, ngain, horses. 
Swine are the sufferers atono time; 
poultry at another. There are some 
peculiar to clogs, to cats, to fish, to 
bees, tfcc. Some are common to sev- 
eral species of animals; and instances 
abound of both men and animals suf- 
fering from the same epidemic. \Ve 
might cite, for example, typhus fever 
inflammation of the stomach and bow- 
els; quinsey, pner.monia, plague, diar- 
rhoea and dysentery, carbuncle, erysi 
pelas or St.'Anthony's Sre, and hydro 
phobia. 
. . 
The disease which lias committee 


»nch ravages In cattle, and excited so 
much alarm among tlieir owners ant 
the public at large in Europe, is callcc 
by the not very distinguished term o 
cattle plague in England, and is believ- 
ed in France to be typhus. It is not 
believed, however, by those who have 
made it tbeir businens to investigate 
the subject in the latter country, that 
the disease owes its origin to the ordi- 
nary causes of typhus fever—impure 
air "from crowding, filth, &c. They 
trace it to the steppes of Kussi.t and 
corresponding high lands in' Hungary, 
the cattle feeding on which are so of- 
ten afflicted with this pestilence, trans- 
mit it to the countries of Western Eu- 
rope, to which they are driven for sale. 
A notice of sorae_ of the epizootic clif- 
ea;25 in former times will not be with- 
out instruction, as showing resemblan- 
ces between them and the present one, 
and offering, incidentally, some sn.a- 
•restions for^prevention and cure. We 
pass over, -with a simple allusion to the 
fact, the inflictions to which tho peo- 
ple of Koine, in the early period of her 
history, begining with Romulus, were 
subject by successive epidemic visita- 
tions and extensive mortality in their 
cattle, in which the owners were not 
alv/ays spared. Coming down to a 
latter 2:zf, we learn that from A. T). 
810 to 1013 there were no less tiinn 
twenty-seven season of such diseases. 
by which France, Germany, England 
and Italy were ravaged. 


In the year 1601, the dogs in Xnplos 


were carried oft' in large numbers by 
apoplexy; so in 1707 were the sheep 
ir. entire- tiocks, in Lombar<3y. A sheep 
would 20 to pasture frisking, and all of 
sr.tideu fall down dead.
